The warrant for the 1987 annual 
town meeting, which will take place 
on Saturday in the new high school 
gymnasium, has 37. articles, In 
addition, there is a special town 
meeting that will take place prior to 
the annual town meeting. The war- 
rant has three articles. 

Article One of the annual town 
meeting warrant is the election, 
which took place last Saturday. 

Articles 2, 3 and 4 are "house- 
keeping articles. 

Article 5 is the budget, which 
usually takes a good part of the 
afternoon session. This year's 
budget totals almost $30 million. 

Articles 6 and 7 are for capital 
expenditures. 

Articles 8 and 9 are housekeeping 
articles, 

Articles 10 and 11 seek to 
establish a municipal electric light 
department and appropriate 
$125,000 for costs involved with 
that matter. 

Article 12 seeks $60,000 for legal 
counsel for the town's defense on 
tax appeals which have been filed 
by four major industries. 

Article 13 seeks $50,000 for pre- 
liminary studies for a fire substa- 
tion, police station renovations, and 
permanent relocation of the town 
hall. 

Article 15 would allow the sale of 
a home, taken for back taxes, by its 
previous owner. 

Article 16 is to take the former 
railroad parking lot on Salem 
Street, where an MBTA garage was 
proposed earlier this year, 

Article. 17 would revise the 
by-laws to create a parking ban 
during four winter months. 

Article 18 would extend the 
moderator's term of office from 
‘one to three 5 

Article 19 would raise the fee for 
a stable permit to $15.00. 

Article 20 asks the town to accept 
the provision of state law regarding 
abatement of property taxes for 
elderly persons. 

Article 21 would amend the 
zoning by-law to require a site-plan 
review before a building permit 
can be issued, with the intent of 
bringing non-conforming situa- 
tions into compliance with the law. 

Article 22, relating to the Webber 
Amendment, is being withdrawn. 

Article 23 is the annual subsidy 
for the veterans’ clubs. 

Article 24 asks $5000 for the 
observances of Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day. 

Article 25 would eliminate the 
value of the house in determining 
the net worth of a widow applying 
for a real estate tax abatement. 

Article 26 seeks to lift the mora- 
torium on the sale of town-owned

Fincom recommends 


$29.8m

The Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee this year is recommending 
an overall budget of $29,867,284, a 
figure which includes $2,844,594 
for capital expenditures in Warrant 
Article Six and appropriations for 
eight new town personnel positions 
Tt also ineludes a school department 
budget of $11,007,114 and takes 
into consideration rising fixed 
costs. 

‘The budget will be one of the first 
articles under consideration at this 
Saturday's town meeting. 

According to Fincom Chairman 
Anita Backman, her committee 
approved requests for an assistant 
town manager; a high school 
custodian and preventative main- 
tenance technician (Public Bldgs. 
Dept.); two equipment operators 
(DPW); a head of technical services 
for Wilmington Memorial Library; 
a lieutenant in the fire dept.; and a 
patrolman in the police dept. 

"I think there were very few 
negative votes on our decision to go 
with increased personnel,” Back- 
man told the Town Crier, adding 
the reinstatement of an assistant 
town manager received the 
unanimous endorsement of her 
board. 

The assistant town manager 
would act as an ombudsman. 
Backman said, to answer citizens’ 
complaints and questions. He could 
also take care of special projects

An extra patrolman would help out 
with an increased workload in the 
police dept. 

At the special town meeting, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
will ask for an additional 
appropriation of $13,580 for 
portable scales which will fall 
under the police dept. budget. 
Because the fate of the town center 
project is up in the air, said 
Backman, it was felt the scales 
could help enforce allowable 
tonnage over the Burlington Ave. 
Bridge and others in town, They 
could also be set up quickly on town 
roads as truckers seek alternate 
routes. According to Backman, 
since the fines for breaking the law 
are so high, the scales should almost 
pay for themselves in a short time 
and generate additional revenue for 
the town. 

Backman praised Stapczynski, 
who she said took more of a part in 
this year’s Fincom meetings, and all 
department heads who sat through 
lengthy meetings to present their 
“extensive documents” and justify 
their requests. 

"We asked department heads to 
show us what the townspeople are 
going to get for their tax dollars 
and we feel they did," he said. 

Backman also recognized the time 
put in by Fincom members who 
worked on the budget at least three 
nights a week since the end of 
January and gave up time for

Alexander Road on the Billerica 
town line. In addition, Caporale 
had been charged with illegally 
excavating wetlands, burying 
refuse on the grounds, and 
threatening to shoot DEQE 
employee Larry Gil in 1982. 

In 1984, Erickson and members 
of his department first witnessed 
Caporale’s trucks hauling fill from 
the 100 acre site, something 
considered illegal in Billerica 
unless done in conjunction with 
building construction. At various 
times, they also found Caporale was 
dumping rubber tires and 
demolition and other materials and 
operating a stump dump. An 
injunction was issued followed by 
court appearances and appeals. 
Eventually, the case wound up in 
the hands of the Mass. Department 
of Environmental Quality Engi- 
neering (DEQE) and the District 
Attomey's office. 

Throughout his involvement, 
Erickson said, he has seen Caporale 
use “a typical smokescreen type 
strategy.’ 

“We really needed to be aggres- 
sive and not back off,” he added.

the part of local and state officials. 

Judge John Paul Sullivan tried the 
recent grand jury case. Though 
violations of the Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act alone carries a sentence of 
up to six months in the House of 
Correction and/or a fine of not 
more than $1,000 for each 
violation, Erickson told this paper 
Sullivan has said a jail term is "not 
appropriate" in this case. When 
asked what he feels appropriate 
action would be, Erickson said, "I 
hope that the property has to be 
completely cleaned up and any 
terms or conditions attached could 
include harsh penalties for further 
violations." He also expects 
officials from both towns will 
continue to keep a close watch on 
the area to avoid starting over 
"from square one.” 

Assistant D.A. James Howard, 
who prosecuted the case, main- 
tained, "this has been a long and 
frustrating case for environmental 
Officials (because) the defendant 
continually refused to cooperate." 
Former Superior Court Judge Paul 
Garrity of Boston, who according 
to reports favors a suspended 
sentence and lower fine for his 
client, presented Caporale. 

Sentencing is scheduled for May 


Members of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission issued 
its first Cease and Desist Order on 
March 24, 1982 to stop an illegal 
gravel operation on site which 
reportedly violated local, state, and 
federal regulations. Some contro- 
versy ensued between comi 
members and town officials over 
the best way to proceed when 
Caporale refused to comply. 
Commission members sought a 
court injunction and the help of 
Town Counsel. On April 28, on site 
activity ceased with pressure from 
‘Wilmington officials. 

Despite the halt, the town 
proceeded against Caporale gn four 
charges of violating the Wetlands 
Protection Act, the town earth 
removal bylaw, several zoning 
bylaws, and with unauthorized 
work on town (water dept.) 
property. Of primary concern to 
Con Com members was the effect 
of dredging gravel and using 
building debris as filler near 
Lubbers Brook. Lubbers Brook 
feeds the Ipswich River and 
provides drinking water to several 
communities downstream. 

The involved ease has been 
fraught with ongoing’ quarrels 
between Caporale and environ- 
mental officials and frustration_on

Warrant article number 35 will be voted on at Annual 
Town Meeting this Saturday, and is well deserving of 
approval by the voters. Upon passage, it would allow for 
the Forrest Mobil gas station to relocate 500 feet from its 
present location on Lowell Street, in anticipati 
Route 129 construction project. The gas station is owned 
as a franchise by Wilmington resident John Forrest of 
Aldrich Road.

Unfortunately, Article 35 was surprisingly disapproved 
by the planning board. At a recent meeting with about 75 
people in the audience, all but two members of the board 
gave the thumbs down to Article 35. This was despite the 
fact that those present at the public hearing were there to 
express their support of the rezoning. Not one neighbor 
has protested the rezoning of the land in question, which 
will allow businessman John Forrest to continue operating 
his station, already located on Lowell Street in 
Wilmington. 

Consequently, many are optimistic that Article 35 will be 
successful in receiving the required two-thirds vote needed 
on the town meeting floor this Saturday. And the reason 
for this optimism is that neighbors and abutters should be 
heeded when they publicly speak out on a rezoning that 
directly affects them and their families. When the flags of 
opposition run high, that can be just reason to oppose a 

rezoning. At the same time, when abutters are the first to 
speak in favor of a rezoning in their part of the 
community, that is a clear indication of the merits of the 
article, Of the 75 people present at the planning board 
public hearing on Article 35, not one single person voiced 
any opposition. 
Article 35 should be approved on Saturday April 25, as a 
rezoning which is in no way detrimental to the

Last month I spoke at the Antioch 
University Humor Conference in 
Los Angeles. Ten people came in to 
hear me tell lies I'd heard from 
Gramp Wiley. 

Fifty people crowded into the 
next room to hear Paul Krassner, a 
humorist from California. It is my 
understanding that Paul speaks only 
the truth. 

Well-meaning friends tried to 
cheer me by pointing out that lies 
are not the novelty on the west coast 


that they are here. By promising to 


lie, I had automatically eliminated 
from my audience those Califor- 
nians looking for something new 
and different. By promising to tell 
the truth, Paul had packed his room 
with curiosity seekers. 

That was what well-meaning 
friends said. 

But I was very pleased with my 
share of the conference audience 
and didn't need cheering up. I've 
been in the speaking business long 
enough to realize that all but 10 
Californians crowded in to hear 
Paul because he was on his home 
ground. Had we both been speaking 
at a humor convention on my home 
territory, things would have been 
very different-all 60 people would 
have gone in to hear him. 

I like southern California. Thirty 
years ago--a callow faced youth—-I 
hitchhiked out there just to see what 
it looked like. It was warm. This is 
where I want to live, I thought, and 
T've been trying to get back there 
ever since. 

With the plane ticket from 
Antioch University securely in my 
pocket, I figured I'd milk southern 
California for all it was worth, 
Some school friends, Walter and 
Donna Lilly, had stopped in to visit 
me a couple of years before. Like 
your typical friend who lives 3,000 
miles away, they'd invite--figuring 
that living in the San Diego area 
made them pretty safe. So I knew I 
had them securely in the bag when I 
called and asked if I could visit for 
acouple of weeks. 

Then I wrote to all the Rotary and 
Kiwanis clubs in the Encinitas area 
and asked if they'd like a free 
after-dinner talk. 

I certainly would not have asked 
to stay with the Lilly's hac I known 
how poor they are--by California 
standards. For they have only one 
Mercedes and only one Jaguar.

Their tiny house, perched as it is on 
what we would call a dirt cliff, 
commands a panoramic view of 
only a few mountain ranges. Walter 
only admits that their humble home 
is a step or two above the 
rock-bottom $120,000 shanties or 
$90,000 economy condos that the 
untouchable California poor are 
forced to grovel in. 

My friend usually walks to the 
grocery store and then sneaks in by 
the side door. "How," he asks, "can 
‘one keep one's head up while 
parking a two-year-old Mercedes 
among a fleet of Rolls Royces?” 

One Saturday we drove the 15 
miles to Montgomery Field in San 
Diego where Walter flew us--in his 
plane--over the mountains, past 
Mount Palomar, to Borrago, the 
poor man's Palm Springs. 

‘The mountains on the west side of 
Borrago keep out the rain so there 
is nothing but hot, dry desert. We 
had hamburgers in a tiny restaurant 
by the side of the runway. The 
place was packed, as small planes 
were lined up--both coming and 
going. Walter explained that 
business was always brisk there as 
the food was very good as well as 
being inexpensive. Most of the 
people who had flown in were poor 
Californians, like himself, who 
couldn't afford the restaurants near 
home. 

I spoke to five groups of 
Californians and found the 
audiences to be almost the same as 
those here at home--all were good 
but some were more responsive 
than others. Most memorable was 
certainly the Rotary Club dinner at 
San Clemente where all four walls 
were decorated with dozens of 
pictures of President Nixon. The 
man who introduced me said, 
“Robert Skoglund recently spoke at 
a Democratic convention--he was 
hired by the Republicans." No one 
even smiled. 

Californians don't understand 
self-effacing humor. This is good 
as I am at the point where I could 
cheerfully turn it on someone else. 
Terminology is also different. Here 
if someone laughs at a joke we say 
he has a sense of humor. In 
California if someone laughs at a 
joke they know that his libido is in 
synch.

In defense of an 
assistant town manager

Voters this year will have a chance to authorize funds for extra 
town and school personnel during thé budget portion of this 
Saturday's town meeting. One position especially deserving of 
your consideration is that of assistant town manager. 

At this point in time, Wilmington has grown too latge for one 
man to oversee. The responsibilities of the town manager are 
nurherous and the job is broad. It covers such time-consuming 
tasks as formulating an overall budget; responding to selectmen's 
requests; attendance at various state and town meetings; making 
appointments for open positions; court appearances; filling out 
mounds of paperwork; and handling citizen complaints. Our 
present manager all too often puts in a full day from 8:30 a.m. to 
midnight just trying to keep on top of the workload. 

Some residents have accused our town manager of not 
responding fast enough to their complaints. Many times, available 
grant monies have gone by the board because of lack of time to fill 
out the necessary applications. 

An assistant available in the town hall on a day-to-day basis 
would change all that. He could act as an ombudsman to serve the 
citizens and be there when questions require immediate answers 
and complaints require immediate response. He could apply for 
grants and free up the town manager to manage. He would also 
have the necessary qualifications to step in as acting town manager 
should the need arise. 

An assistant town manager, like an assistant superintendent, an 
assistant principal, an assistant department head, and an assistant 
in any large corporation, would do much to streamline the 
workload and improve efficiency at town hall. 

We have done without an assistant since 1982. Isn't it time we 
reinstate the position, for the town manager's sake as well as our 
own?

Article 37, in the coming town 
meeting for Wilmington will have 
to consider condominium develop- 
ment, otherwise called PRD 
zoning. 

Some previous proposals for 
PRD zoning in Wilmington have 
fallen by the wayside. One obvious 
reason, at least in some instances, is 
that to get to the proposed PRD 
area one has to go through areas 
which are densely settled. Another 
reason, perhaps, is a lack of 
knowledge of the differences 
between the zoning bylaws of 
Wilmington and those of other 
communities, 

The area proposed for PRD 
zoning in Article 37 is off Andover 
Street, a mile or so north of Route 
125. There is no heavily settled 
area beyond it. It is adjacent to an 
industrial zone, 

The second reason mentioned 
finds that the Wilmington bylaws 
are stricter than in other 
communities. Tewksbury, for 
instance, is to be regarded, at least 
by some, as a "horrid example.” 

Tewksbury allows six dwelling 
units per acre, and a minimum of 
four acres.Wilmington, on the 
contrary, allows only three units 
per acre and insists on a minimum 
of eight acres. 

And, in those eight acres, the 
developer must allocate 50 percent 
of the land for "open space,” Open

bonnets 


There were more reports of 
vandalism than there were auto- 
mobile accidents, in Wilmington in 
the week that ended Tuesday 
morning, April 21.

A young man from Tewksbury 
was arrested by Officer Pat King at 
about 4 a.m. Saturday. David 
Jewer, 22, of Central Street, 
Tewksbury, was charged with 
operating under the influence, 
driving so as to endanger the 
public, refusing to stop for a police 
officer, and failure to keep to the 
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space means pools, 
playgrounds, etc. 

In Tewksbury the process is 
simple. The condominium develop- 
er needs only to prove his case 
before the Tewksbury Board of 
Appeals, in what is called a "special 
permit” process. 

In Wilmington a much more 
complicated road has to be used, 
before approval can be granted. 

First, the developer must have his 
proposal approved by the Planning 
Board. Then the developer has to 
have the town meeting vote on the 
proposal. That is the step at which 
Article 37 is, at the present time. 

If the Town Meeting votes in 
favor of the proposal it must again 
be presented to the planning board 
for consideration. The developer 
must submit final architectural and 
site plans-and specifications for 
review by six different agencies of 
the town.

Reading Light speaks out 
on Wilmington's pullout 


Wilmington voters on Saturday 
will face two questions on the town 
meeting warrant relating to 
whether the town should start its 
own municipal electric power 
department. One article asks if the 
town should establish such a 
department, the other asks for 
$125,000 toward that end, 

Wilmington has been moving in 
that direction for some time now. 
After a period of worsening 
relations between Wilmington and 
the Reading Municipal Light Dept., 
votes last year overwhelmingly 
approved the idea of a breakaway. 
Saturday's vote will be the second 
component in the process 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Board held a press briefing on 
Thursday afternoon to discuss the 
upcoming vote, and the possibility 
of Wilmington pulling out of the 
Reading system. The briefing was 
timed toward having an influence 
on the town meeting vote, 

The light board has some new 
members, and they are seeking to 
improve relations with Wilmington 
and head off the separation. Two 
members of the board recently met 
with the Wilmington selectmen. 
And while the meeting included 
some actual communication, 
something which had been unheard 
of in the past, the Wilmington 
selectmen stopped short of agreeing 
to allow a representative of 
Reading Light address the April 25 
annual town meeting. 

At Thursday's press briefing, the 
Reading Light Board, through a 
consultant and an attorney, raised 
some serious questions about the 
upcoming Wilmington vote. 

Board Chairman Allan Ames 
read a prepared statement giving 
the opinion that a separation would 
result in higher rates to all 22,000 
customers of Reading Light. If 
divided, the two systems would not 
be able to maintain current rates. 

Ames said that the new board was 
committed to improving communi- 
cations with customers. The board 
has instituted a policy of opening its 
agenda to all customers. 

Ames addressed the issue of pay- 
ment in lieu of taxes, Reading Light 
formerly made such payments to 
the towns, but cut them off. Ames 


said the board is prepared to work 
with the local state representative to 
enact special legislation if necessary 
to restore fair and reasonable 
payments to the towns. 

Consultant Richard LaCapra 
challenged a report which had been 
made to the Wilmington Finance 
Committee concluding that a 
separate and independent electric 
service would result in lower rates. 
LaCapra said this was unlikely, 
almost capricious, 

LaCapra challenged the report's 
claim that Wilmington could buy 
power in the range of 4.5 cents per 
kilowatt hour. He cited new plants 
which have been sold out at 6.5 
cents, and said that long-term 
contracts are coming in at 7 to 7.5 
cents, 

He said that administration, trans- 
mission, maintenance and service 
would add 2 to 2.5 cents to the cost. 

LaCapra later said that the prices 
quoted in the report to the fincom 
appeared to be “spot market" 
prices, not contract prices. A utility 
could probably buy power tomor- 
row for 3 cents, but not on a 
long-term basis, he said. 

Attorney Andrew Newman raised 
some legal issues about the separa- 
tion, starting with the negotiations 
for Wilmington to purchase RMLD 
equipment., and pay severance 
charges and damages. He called this 
a difficult, time-consuming and 
expensive process. 

He cited an 1895 case in the town 
of Hudson, a case which was later 
questioned by Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski as being out of date. 

Newman also questioned how 
Reading Light would maintain 
service during the five-to-seven 
year breakaway period. Should 
Reading invest in more equipment 
in Wilmington if it were not going 
to reap the profit of such 
investment? 

Ames said that Reading would be 
needing to proceed with a new 
substation for Wilmington next 
summer, to meet the additional 
needs due to growth. Should they 
build it, if Wilmington is going to 
break away? 

Newman also addressed the 
question of costs of continued 
proceedings leading to a split. The 


legal and consulting fees would be 
certainly higher than in the recent 
rate case which went before the 
D.P.U,, he said. 

"We firmly believe there will be

READING — Selectman Bob 
Cain was one Wilmington town 
official present at last Thurs- 
day's Reading Municipal Light 
Board press conference.

Nevertheless, with the second 
vote on Wilmington's proposed 
pullout of the Reading light 
system slated for this Satur- 
day's Town Meeting, Cain gave

“The meeting (press con- 
ference) was certainly worth- 
while,” said Cain. “Because, 
after five years of frustration, 
we have now at least had two 
opportunities to sit with the 
Light Board. Five years ago, 
our only question was where 
were we headed. Every time we 
tried to meet with them (the 
Board), they would not deal

My name is Andrew Newman 
I am an attorney with the firm 
of Rubin and Rudman, Three 
Center Plaza, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. 

‘The purpose of my comments 
on behalf of the RMLD is to 
place in context some of the 
Significant legal issues 
regarding the Wilmington Town 
Meeting Vote on April 25, 1987, 
and the potential impacts of 
that vote. 

First the vote, if favorable, 
will require that Wilmington 
Promptly enter into 
negotiations with RMLD to 
purchase the electric 
distribution plant and related 
electrical equipment located in 
Wilmington and to pay 
severance charges and 
damages as required by law. By 
statute, this negotiation must be 
concluded within 150 days of the 
vote or the matter is referred to 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities (DPU) to 
determine the purchase price, 
severance charges, and 
damages. This will be a dif- 
ficult, time consuming and 
expensive process.

Report to the Financing 
Committee dated March 9, 1987 
indicates on page 3 that: 

“There are several important 
studies that need to proceed the 
purchase of the distribution 
plant...” 

These studies include a 
valuation study of distribution 
plant and engineering studies of 
power supply. Thus, 
Wilmington does not even know 
the cost of the distribution plant 
and damages and severance 
costs payable to Reading 
Further, Wilmington does not 
know the power, substation and 
transmission line costs which it 
would incur in establishing a 
new utility. However, with this 
second vole, Wilmington will be 
obligated under G.L.c. 164 ss 42 
and 43 to proceed with a 
potential DPU case within 150 
days. The outcome of this case 
would probably cause 
Wilmington to incur the cost of 
tens of millions of dollars as 
outlined by Mr. LaCapra. These 
facts should have been ascer- 
tained prior to the second vote. 
The statute, G.L.c. 164 ss 34 and 
36 allows for a 13 month period 
between the first and second 
Town Meeting Votes to obtain 
this information. 

These are critical unknowns, 
especially given the Hudson 
Electric Light Co. v 
Inhabitants of the Town of 
Hudson, 163 Mass. 346. (1895), 
and the requirement of a 
prompt determination of the 
purchase price. This Hudson 
case _appear#* to subject the

Any favorable vote will also 
raise many serious questions 
concerning the right of RMLD 
to construct additional tran. 
smission and distribution lines 
to serve customers in the Town 
of Wilmington in order to 
continue the current level of 
reliable service being provided, 
or whether RMLD can add new 
customers in Wilmington after 
the vote. RMLD has always 
taken seriously its obligation to 
serve and provide reliable 
service. No dispute exists on 
that point. However, it also has 
an obligation of prudent cost 
incurrence. Given the 
Wilmington vote there could 
exist a strain between such 
factors. (These types of strains 
could exist for five to seven 
years since it would take at 
least that long to construct all 
the needed transmission and 
distribution Wilmington would 
need to establish a system.) 

The second Wilmington Town 
Meeting Vote under G.L.c. 164 
$36 to establish a ulility is a very 
serious legal matter with many 
serious legal consequences. 


would cost Wilmington millions 
of dollars and be a lot more 
difficult process than what 
Wilmington’'s report indicated, 

Cain differed with that con- 
clusion greatly 

“First, they (RMLD) were 
telling us that we couldn't 
leave,” said the Wilmington 
selectman. “We found out that 
we can and maybe we should. 
Our records show that maybe it 
would be better if we did. When 
the final numbers come down, 
we will make our decison on 
what is feasible. 

“The big question is, ‘are we 
locked in?’,"" asked Cain. 
“Reading says we are, and we 
say we aren't. | believe that we 
can call this off at any par- 
ticular time. Although we are 
required by law to go into 
negotiations if the vote is 
Positive, | believe we can still 
have an adequate compromise. 
We may decide to do nothing." 

Cain also said that what could 
Possibly happen as an alter- 
native is that a ‘Wilmington 
Light Department’ could be 
established and do business as 
usual through Reading. In other 
words, the power will still come 
through the Reading system 
The Light Board in Wilmington 
would be an advisory board 

“My recommendation to 
Town Meeting will be to take the 
vote and to vote positive on the 
issue," said Cain. “We will not 
take the advice from the 
counsel of the Light Depart- 
ment. I believe we still have our 
options open."’ 

There are 37 articles on the 
Wilmington Town Warrant for 
Saturday. All of them are 
thrown into a hat and selected 
one by one, so it is impossible to 
say what time of day that this 
issue will be debated on the 
floor. The Reading Light Board 
is still hoping to be able to speak 
at the Town Meeting 

Wilmington Town «Manager 
Reginald ‘Buzz’ Stapezynski 
was also at the press conference 
and he had a problem with 
Attorney Newman's statement 
that a similar case back in 1895, 
Hudson Electric Light Co. vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of 
Hudson, could be used as a 
precedent, 

That case, Newman said, 
appears to subject the Town of 
Wilmington to the obligation to 
purchase the distribution 
system after the second vote, 
even though it has no accurate 
measure of the costs involved. 

“This case has little or no 
applicability," said Stape- 
zynski. “The law has been 
revised since 1895. Wilmington 

has several questions to counter 
the opinions offered. We have 
been told that this has no ap- 
Plicability to our case.””

Here's an outrageous theory for 
you to ponder during your next 
trout fishing trip, 

Of all fresh-water species, trout 
are the easiest fish to catch. Why? 
Because they're also the stupidest 
fish on Earth, 

Before I'm burned at the stake as 
a heretic, let me explain. 

Trout have a reputation for being 
real nit-pickers when it comes to 
feeding. True, they can be finicky 
at times, But trout are finicky 
because they're so stupid, not 
because they can spot your hook 
embedded in all that hair and 
fly-tying material, 

Here's how this theory works: 

When trout find something to eat, 
then that is all they'll eat until the 
supply runs out. During, say, a 
stonefly hatch, trout eat nothing but 
hatching stoneflies. 

‘The trout may have been actively 
destroying caddis fly nymphs the 
day before, but when the stoneflies 
hatch, and they figure out that 
stoneflies are food, they completely 
forget about caddis flies 

It’s that simple. Give them what 
they want, and only what they want, 
and you can catch trout hand over 
fist. If you can't put something in 
the water that looks exactly like 
what they're eating right now (and 
not an hour ago) then you don't 
catch trout. Period. 

This, by the way, is the basis*for 
the legendary "match the hatch” 
fly-tying, in which trout flies are 
tied on the spot, while fishing, to 
exactly match whatever crawly 
thing is hatching at that moment. 

Fishing with the exact replica of 
the bug du jour is not only 
memorable, it also saves you from 
going home skunked, The Golden 
Rule of Trout Fishing is simple: 
Take a seat and study what they're 
eating. If you ain't got it, go home. 

When hatchery trout are first 
dumped in a stream, they go 
bananas over salmon eggs, marsh- 
mallows and similar junk food. 
The reason is simple: That junk 
food looks like standard hatchery 
chow, It's only after the trout have 
lived in the stream for a few weeks 
that they begin eating bugs and 
other natural stuff. 


However, if there is no fly hatch 
underway, then things are a bit 
different. Trout, if hungry enough, 
will eat the so-called “terrestrials” 
such as ants, bees and beetles. But 
if they can find easier chow, in 
bulk, they'll take it every time. 

My only pleasant experience fly- 
fishing for trout was on the Ogden 
River, in Ogden, Utah. I was 
working over the stream with a 
"Captain" wet fly, and the trout 
were knocking it out of the water. 
Nothing caught trout except a 
Captain fly, and I limited out within 
the hour, 

Two days later, on the same 
stream, the Captain ran aground. 
‘The trout wouldn't touch it. 

The reason was simple -- The 
morons forgot what they were 
eating two days before. Dumb!

For those who persist in trout 
fishing, the ponds have most 
definitely been stocked. Silver 
Lake in Wilmington was being 
dimpled by surface-feeding trout 
earlier this week, but nobody 
fishing with worms from the shore 
seemed to be catching much.

So many who visit Boston see 
little more than the -Freedom 
Trail and Newbury Street. And 
while the two offer an ap- 
petizing mix of historic sites 
and trendy shopping, there's so 
much more to see in the Hub. 

The following two walking 
tours are a bit off the beaten 
path. They show sides of the city 
many visitors and area 
residents - miss. The first - a 
tour of Beacon Hill's north slope 
- takes you through the “other,” 
less-familiar side of one of 
Boston's most famed neigh- 
borhoods. The second - a 
waterfront/Fort Point Channel 
trip is an excursion into 
Boston's future, as well as its 
past. 

Beacon Hill 


From the Park Street subway 
Station, the south slope of 
Beacon Hill basks in the 
reflection of the Capitol’s 
golden dome. But behind the 
State House is another world, 
one often dismissed as the 
Beacon Hill's “other side.”’ This 
north slope developed in- 
dependently from its wealthier 
counterpart 

You can start your walking 
tour on Bowdoin Street, which 
leads downhill from behind the 
State House and ends at 
Cambridge Street, near 
Government Center

In 1800 this area was a 
fashionable residential section, 
home to Federal architect 
Charles Bulfinch. Later, 
commercial uses predom- 
inated. Then, in the 1960s, the 
neighborhood began its upscale 
climb as the- adjoining 
Government Center was built. 

Take a left on Cambridge 
Street. On your left again is 
Temple Street, a pedestrian 
way. It began as middle-class 
housing and storefront 
businesses. Gentrification in the 
1970s erased the disrepair of the 
"60s. Today there’s charming 
tubs of flowers, landscaping, 
and a tiny park that was once a 
parking lot. 

Hancock Street is on your 
right at the top of Temple at 
Myrtle Street. Senator Charles 
Sumner called the most 
““harrassing public foe of 
slavery,” - lived at No. 20. One 
block farther down Myrtle is 
Joy Street. Take a right 
downhill on Joy. At the corner of 
Smith Court and Joy is the Abiel 
Smith School, the first school in 
Boston built to serve blacks as a 
primary and grammar school 
Today it houses the offices of 
the Museum of Afro-American 
History. At the end of Smith 
Court is the African Meeting 
House (1805), the oldest black: 
congregation church building 
still standing in the United

Matthew Broderick appears 


much thinner, frailer, than his 
on-camera presence would 
allow. His skin has an almost 
translucent quality to it and he 
shivered over his coffee on a 
California morning that would 
seem gloriously warm to any 
New Englander. 

Even though his voice still has 
a youthful edge to it, Broderick 
has made the cross-over into 
celluloid adulthood by playing a 
rebellious airforce pilot in 
Project X. While bouncy Helen 
Huni is the leading lady, it’s a 
chimp named Virgil that is the 
real scene stealer. But, as 
Broderick pointed out, working 
with @ cast of chimps, even if 
they do know sign language, is 
not necessarily, er, a barrel of 
monkeys, 

“A lot of times it would take 
them two takes to get warmed 
up and to get it just right. And 
then they get it right maybe 
twice. This was sort of the 
pattern. And then they'd get 
bored with it. It you ask a chimp 
to do the same thing over and 
over again, they don’t get that 
it’s another take. They just 
don’t see why they're doing it 
again. They get more and more 
sloppy. So, you have to be ready 
right from the beginning for the 
chimp to get it,” he explained. 

Having a co-star who is given 
to rattling his cage and wailing, 
can put a strain on an actor. 
When Broderick played op- 
posite Hallie Foote in 1918 or 
Ally Sheedy in WarGames, he 
could assume they'd be able to 
give the same level of per- 
formance each time. But not so 
when you are playing opposite a 
hirsute creature who is about 
knee-level 

“Well, it’s just an ad- 
justment,” Broderick said. “I 
did it for almost five months, so 
I got used to that. It didn’t 
bother me. Of course, if I really 
felt bad about a scene, we'd try 
again until the chimp got it 
again and until we both mat- 
ched. It just sometimes took a 
long time. But I liked working 
with the chimps a lot. They 
were very professional and very 
interesting to act with,” he said 
with a shy laugh. 


He did admit that things did 
get tense when the actor had to 
tell the chimp one thing for a 
scene, and to get him to react, 
the trainer was behind the 
scenes teiling him something 
different. “It's a bad feeling, 
because you get to know the 
chimp and you're kind of 
messing with him. They regard 
the trainer as sort of boss, the 
alpha male. 


“They get confused when two 
people start trying to boss them 
around. They got upsetting and 
brought out the hostility from 
the chimp. They have temper 
tantrums. It can get a little 
seary, too. They look at you 
funny, and you know to back off 
They have fangs and are very 
dangerous animals." 


While Broderick calmly 
chatted about chimps and his 
latest movie, it became in- 
creasingly obvious that the 
Ferris Bueller sparkle is not 
readily apparent, as he comes 
across as a surprisingly low 
key, modest kind of guy. But the 
diversity in his roles, both on 
stage and screen, belie the quiet 
exterior. He’s already won a 
Tony for his performance in 
Neil Simon's “Brighton Beach 
Memoir’s” and has starred in 
the sequel, “Biloxi Blues,” 
which he is going to film. When 
he was 16 he won the Outer 
Circle Critic’s Award and the 
Villager Award for his per- 
formance in “Torch Song 
Trilogy.” But acting, for film or 
the stage was never anything 
new to Broderick, whose father 
was character actor James

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“The utility companies and 
the Department of Public 
Utilities are not consciously 
discriminating against small 
businesses. The problem is that 
small business has no advocate 
in the ratemaking process,” 
said Linda M. Noonan, director 
of governmental affairs for the 
9,000-member National 
Federation of Independent 
Business/Massachusetts. 

Testifying before the Joint 
Committee on Commerce and 
Labor, Noonan urged passage 
of H. 3087, introduced by Rep. 
Kenneth M. Lemanski (D- 
Chicopee), to establish a Small 
Business Utility Advocate of 
fice. 

She said a 1985 NFIB study 
comparing commercial and 
residential electric rates using 
the same amount of electricity 
(750 kilowatt hours), found 
large discrepancies between 
business and residential rates. 

The cost difference, Noonan 
said, placed Massachusetts as 
the fourth most discriminatory 
state in the country toward 
small businesses, which 
comprise the majority of the 
commercial class of users.

Miles Standish's aim: Swapping a wife for a yoke of oxen

Nineteenth century historians 
usually are not as much fun as 
more modern skeptical, 
professional or simply 
irreverent writers of history. 

A biographical “memoir” to 
Sewall’s “History of Woburn — 
1640 to 1860” - written by his 
brother, The Rev. Charles 
Sewall, describes the author as 
having graduated from Har- 
vard in 1804 “with unblemished 


reputation." 
(There is a genuine touching 
note to the memoir, in- 


cidentally, since the historian 
died while his work was being 
printed in 1868. The virtues 
ascribed to Sewall by his 
brother: “‘singleness and purity 
of mind, a transparent sim- 
Plicity and gentleness of heart” 
may at first seem a touch too 
effulgent — but a reading of his 
work reveals the apparent truth 
of these claims which provide 
an apt key to the type and tone 
of the history which he wrote.) 

Sewall’s work is vintage 19th- 
century: pious, uncritical, 
committed to an unquestioned 
belief in progress and the 
probable perfectability of the 
human race.

Trained as a preacher, Sewall 
viewed with genuine respect the 
hopes of the original Woburn 
settlers: 

“Our Puritan fathers, from 
motives of piety and 
benevolence as well as of 
worldly interest, loved to see 
the haunts of the savage oc- 
cupied by civilized men; to see 
towns planted and churches 
spring up around them." 

And though on the one hand he 
refers to the “laborious 
ingenuity” of the Indians, and 
elsewhere describes the danger 
and alarm to which the settlers 
were exposed by the “wan- 
dering savages," the inherént 
contradictions in his work are 
minor, unconscious, and clearly 
without malice or guile. 

It is a much smaller work, 
“More Massachusetts Towns," 
published in 1965 with an in- 
troduction by Mrs. Endicott 
Peabody and commentary by 
Ivan Sandrof, which touches far 
too briefly on Woburn’s history, 
but provides a more lively and 
tantalizing glimpse of anec- 
dotes Sewall may have chosen 
to ignore. 

“Old Woburn has many a tale 
to spin,"’ Sandrof writes. “Mrs. 
Ichabod Richardson's husband 
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Remember, this is a Limited Time Offer 
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was taken from a privateer by 
the British and kept prisoner for 
seven long years. Thinking him 
dead, she remarried. When 
Ichabod came home safe and 
sound his wife pondered, then 
returned to his bed and board. 

“More tongue clacking came 
from the barter by Simeon Reed 
of his wife to James Butters of 
Wilmington for a yoke of oxen."” 

But those events came 
somewhat later ~ and the study 
of earlier events of note ought to 
deal with the publication of 
Woburn settler Edward 
Johnson's “History of New 
England from the English 
Planting in 1628 till 1652, or 
Wonder-Working Providence of 
Zion's Saviour,” published in 
London in 1653 - a benchmark 
achievement ‘still prized for its 
account of early life in the 
colony,”” according to one in- 
ternational historian. 

Sewall's analysis of Johnson's 
work is more restrained than 
that of his present-day coun- 
terpart, Burlington writer Ed 
Fogelberg. Sewall: ‘In it 
(‘Wonder-Working Providen- 
ce’), the author discovers a 


mind exceedingly émbittered 
against the English prelates, in 
jwence, not improbably, 
of having suffered much from 
their arbitrary proceedings." 
Perhaps it should be pointed 
out here that Sewall himself 
began his own ministry as or- 
dained in the Episcopal Church 
but, according to his brother, 
the Rev. Charles Sewall, “he 
became dissatisfied with its 
policy and creed and embraced 
the principles and service of the 
Congregational Church,” and 
became pastor in Burlington in 
1814 


Sewall's history is itself 
somewhat heavy going at times. 
But it is nothing compared to 
the earlier opus of Edward 
Johnson. 

Fogelberg describes much of 
Johnson's work as very difficult 
reading, “especially when he 
treats religious questions and 
then it becomes almost unin- 
telligible."" Yet he also points 
out that “some attention is 
given to (Johnson's work) in 
any good history of American 
literature.

formidable, but nothing like the 
one facing movie producers of 
the mid-forties. Consider their 
dilemma: in 1946, 82 million 
people went to the movies each 
week.

Warren Austin, who was the 
U.S. Ambassador to the United 
Nations then, found himself in 
the midst of controversy when, 
during an address before the 
general assembly, he noted that 
he hoped the Arabs and Jews 
would settle their differences 
“like good Christians."”

Barkley, incidentally, was the 
last vice-president born in a log 
cabin. 

In 1948, a Republican 
Congress was so confident of a 
Republican presidential victory 
that it appropriated the largest 
sum to date for an inauguration 
ceremony. Of course, the 
Republican candidate lost, and 
Harry Truman had the pleasure 
of experiencing a lavish 
inauguration. 

The year 1949 had a dubious 
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distinction: it was the first year 
of this century in which a black 
person was not lynched 

It is hard to believe that the 
friend of the fashion designer 
who created the “Ten Best 
Dressed Women"’ list would be 
responsbile for coming up with 
the ‘Ten Most Wanted 
Criminal” list, but it is true. The 
fashion designer's friend was 
also friendly with J. Edgar 
Hoover, and he encouraged 
Hoover the begin issuing the list 
as a means of drawing attention 
to the country's most dangerous 
criminals. 

The term “wheryism," which 
has come to be synonymous 
with malapropism, was coined 
after Nebraska Senator Ken- 
neth Wherry, who, whole on the 
Senate floor, had the habit of 
displaying ludicrous misuse of 
words that sounded alike. Two 
of his most famous 
malapropisms was “‘Indigo- 
Chino" and “Chief Joints of 
Staff.” 

Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
mother was an ardent pacifist, 
and refused to allow her son to 
read books on the subject of 
war. Whenever she caught him 
reading them, she took them 
away and hid them in the attic 

As a young congressman, 
Lyndon Johnson established 
quite -a reputation for being 
flambouyant. At political rallies 
he would suddenly remove his 
Stetson hat, which had become 
his trade mark, and whip it out 
into the crowd. Johnson was no 
fool, however, he wasn’t about 
to lose his twenty-five dollar 
Stetson each time he tossed it 
away. He would always pay 
somebody in the crowd in ad- 
vance to retrieve the hat for him 
and then return it after the rally 
was finished. 

John F. Kennedy frequently 
joked about finding his job as 
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“One such recent history 
mentions that (Johnson's) 
design was to prove that the 
deity in B pte ordained the 
success of the Bay Colony and 
that he took a personal interest 
in such matters as the price of 
cattle and the accuracy of Miles 
Standish’s aim when shooting at 
an Indian. 

Johnson's literary history is 
useful, as history, particularly 
in its treatment of Woburn -- 
and both Sewall'’s and 
Fogelberg’s judgments are 
borne out by a reading of ex- 
cerpts: 

“There was a Town and 
Church erected, called 
Wooburn, the present year 
(1642), But because all the 
actions of this wandering people 
meet with great variety of 
censures, the author will set 
down how this people have 
populated their Towns ... the 
grant is to seven men of good 
and honest report (who) have 
power to give and grant out 
lands unto any persons who are 
willing to take up their 
dwellings within the said 
precinct .. 

“This they did without any 
respect of persons; yet such as 
were exorbitant, and of a tur- 
bulent spirit, unfit for a civil 
society, they would reject; till 
they come to mend their 
manners, such came not to 
enjoy any freehold ... They 
refused not men for their 
poverty, but according to their 
ability were helpful to the 
poorest sort in building their 
houses ..."” 

Johnson goes on to inveigh 
against polluting the blessed 
ordinances, walking scan- 
dalously, and people’s “eating 
and drinking their own con- 
demnation'’ -- confirming 
Fogelberg's conclusion, after 
all, of obscurity to the point of 
being unintelligible. 

But with the obscurity of 
Johnson's early Wonder- 
Working Providence, the 
atrocities of King Philip's War 
and the terrors of the witchcraft 
hysteria behind the settlers -- 
Woburnites by the 18th-century 
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were able to turn to more local 


squabbles. 
Unhappily, they again in- 
volved the church. 


Rev. Jabez Fox, according to 
Winchester historian Henry 
Chapman, ‘was followed in the 
ministry at Woburn by his son, 
Rev. John Fox, who had already 
acted as master of the gram- 
mar school in the village. 


“For many years he preached 
acceptably to an increasing 
congregation.” 


Then came the great ear- 
thquake of 1727 -- from which 
opportunity the Rev. Mr. Fox 
“took full advantage to put the 
fear of God into the hearts of his 
hearers,"" according to Chap- 
man. 

About this time, however, his 
health and eyesight began to 
fail, Chapman continues, and in 
1729 an associate, Rev. Edward 
Jackson, was called to assist 
him, and the feathers began to 
fly. Chapman 

“From that moment 
dissension lifted its head. Mr. 
Fox and Mr. Jackson were 
temperamentally antagonistic; 
perhaps they differed also on 
points of theology. At all events 
their relations were never 
cordial, and before long they 
became so hostile that it is said 
neither would speak to the 
other, even in the pulpit.”” 

Naturally, the congregation 
took sides: ‘There was a Fox 
party,” according to Chapman, 
“and a Jackson party, and the 
feeling between them was, at 
times, extremely bitter." 

The unhappy state continued 
for more than 20 years, led to 
petitions to the legislature, the 
establishment of a third parish 
within the town (present-day 
Burlington had become the 
second parish) the exercise of 
“malicious tongues,"’ spreading 
scandalous stories, a libel suit, 
evidence of “character but- 
chery" and, finally and thank- 
fully, with the death of both 
principles in the early 1750s -- 
forgiveness, reconciliation and 
reunion of the two parishes.
